MAY END DREAM OF 
GERMANY IN EAST 


British Occupation Expected 
to Have Vital Effect 
in War. 


London, 
]March 
12.—Bagdad, 
the 
chief Turkish city in Mesopotamia and 
formerly the capital of the empire of 
the Caliphs, has been captured by the 
British forces. 
Announcement of tiie 
capitulation of the city was made last 
evening by the British official press 
bureau. 


The statement 
was issued 
on 
re- 
ceipt of a telegram f r o m Gen. Maude 
saying the British forces 
had 
occu- 
pied Bagdad early Sundaj" morning. 
Xo details of the capture of the city 
were contained in Gen. Maude's dis- 
patch. 


Restores Britisli Prestige.

The fall of Bagdad, besides ending 
German hopes of near eastern domin- 
»ion, based on a Berlin-Bagdad railway, 
will more than 
rehabilitate 
British 
h a m m e d a n empire, and, it is believed, 
wil 1 more 
than 
rehabilitate 
British 
prestige in the far east, damaged by 
the earlier loss of Kut-Kl-Amara. 


I^erhaps' no 
more 
welcome 
news 
could come at a time Avhen the Brit- 
ish public for the first time is begin- 
ning to feel the effects of the war in a 
greatly reduced food supply, 
besides 
being thrown into depression by the 
revelations of the Dardanelles report. 


F u r t h e r news must be awaited be- 
fore it is known whether Gen. Maude 
made important captures of Turkish 
troops or guns, either before or 
at 
Bagdad. 


Apparently the occupation was ef- 
fected without 
resistance 
and 
with 
only slight losses. 
Even if the Turks 
succeeded 
in 
extricating 
all 
their 
forcf^s the loss of Bagdad is a grave 
blow to them.

A chill wind was blowing 
and added to the suffering of those not 
rescued 
promptly. 
Three 
or 
four 
ruins caught fire and at least one body 
was found badly burned. 


The storm la.sted only a few min- 
utes. 
A heavy rain preceded the wind. 
All Join Work of Rescue. 


The entire city turned its attention 
to rescue work as soon as it realized 
what had happened. 
Early today the 
relief work was being organized with 
MaJ. P. A. Davis, of the Indiana na- 
tional guard, and Mayor Watkins in 
charge.

found shelter in the homes of friends 
who were more fortimg,te, but he said 
t h a t at least 100 families will have to 
bo cared for by the citizen's commit- 
tee.

Sunday Day of Mercy tor Many 
The fact that it was Sunday prob- 
ably saved hundreds f r o m injury or 
death. The south side school building, 
a brick structure, was demolished. 


The moans of dying and the screams 
of persons less injured who were pin- 
ned under the ruins of their 
homes 
vvas heard on every side. Most of the 
dead 
were 
taken 
f r o m homes 
that 
were 
completely 
demolished. 
Many 
persons escaped injury by rushing In- 
tri celkirs when the storm struck t h e 
city. 


IMany persons were away from home 
at the time of the slorm and it was 
declared that if it had not been for 
this, the list of 5ead would probably 
reach several hujidred.

ambulances 
were supplemented a fwe hours a f t e r 
the catastrophe by three ambulances 
from ^Muncie.

lice to a.ssist in the rescue work. 


City \Vas in Darkncs.s. 


The state fire marshal wired th® lo- 
cal gas plant to shut off Its supply of 
gas as a .safeguard against fires f r o m 
broken pijies in the ruins. 
The order 
tlucw mgiit of the city into darkness 
as tlie electric current to all of the 
soutliern portion of the city was cut 
off. The entire city responded to May- 
or Watkins' call for assistance. Hotels, 
lodges and i)i-ivate h o m f e have been 
thrown oijen to 
the 
homeless.

church services were held last night 
and all of the churches were opened to 
care for the unfortunates. 


The loss to the 
Indiana 
Epileptic 
village, near here, was $200. That was 
caused principally by large hail stones. 


Newcastle h a s a population of 15,000 
and is known as the "city of roses" 
because of its many large green houses. 
It nl.'io has a large number of m a n u - 
fnctui-ing 
establishments, 
including 
tlie Maxwell automobile plant and the 
Indiana rolling mills.

Home Gardening 
Movement 


J£ general and substantial good is to come out of the movement 
for eBCOTiraging home gardens in Fort Wayne this year there must be 
organization of the work. 
It is much to be hoped that this may be 
brought about. 
There are hundreds—doubtless thousands—of homes 
ill Fort Wayne where a part of the premises may be readily adapted 
to the growing of vegetables on a scale that will do much to relieve 
the burden of high costs of living. 


To what extent such a movement might be usefully co-ordinated 
-vwth the clean backyards campaign we do not know or undertake to 
say. Perhaps a better total of results ^voiild be obtained by keeping 
the two movements separated. 
Certainly the one ought to be permit- 
ted in no way to interfere m t h the othei'. 
The clean-up movement is 
itself too important to be sacrificed in any way to the campaign for 
reducing the cost of living and should be pressed forward in any 
event. 


It is purposed that there shall be an extensive cultivation of 
lots in and about the city by persons to wliom such ftn opportunity 
will mean a great and important relief from the heavy burdens of ex- 
istence. 
With unoccupied land supplementing the available small 
areas that may be found m nearly all home premises the people of this 
city can produce enough by their own labors in odd times of leisure 
from regular employment to largely supply tables with vegetables 
during the summer and fall and in many instances to produce a sur- 
plus of such as are adapted to storage that might last well into the 
winter. There are interesting possibilities in this movement and prac- 
tical work ought soon to be brought under way. 


Besides providing a healthful diversion from the tedious routine 
of daily toil the cultivation of home and vacant lot vegetable gardens 
will teach new economies, impress hundreds with the value of the soil 
they occupy and bring about a great improvement in the condition 
and appearance of residential premises. 
It is a sound and helpful 
juovcment that is proposed and the proper agencies for encouraging 
it ought to enlist their services at once. 
The 
time 
for 
preparing 
ground and getting in seeds is near at hand. 


No Tip! 


Indiana's Great Starm. 


Indiana has no record of a worse natural catastrophe than that 
which visited it »Sunday, when a tornado swept across the east central 
part of the state. The death toll is heavy and tragic and the material 
losses are prodigious. 


The thriving and progressive city of Newcastle is the worst suf- 
ferer. At the time this is written the number of fatalities remains un- 
certain, but it appears the dead will considerably exceed a score, 
while damage to property is estimated at approximately a million dol- 
lars.' Many were injured and large numbers were rendered homeless 
by the destruction of their dwellings. 
The little city is in sad plight. 
Besides having its dead to mourn and its property losses to sustain 
it is suffering from the paralysis that is the inseparable accompani- 
ment of all such overwhelming disasters. 


The people of Fort Wayne will be ready to extend a helping hand 
to Newcastle and her stricken people in any way that their aid may 
be useful in meeting immediate stresses, should assistance from the 
outside be required and acceptable. 


This terrifying and death-dealing storm so near by serves to em- 
phasize again the notable fact that though destructive phenomena of 
the sort has frequently come close to Fort Wayne this city always has 
escaped such a stroke of disaster. Both to the north and to the south 
fierce storms have wrought great damage, but save for thé uprooting 
of trees and the lifting of roofs Fort Wayne has not suffered from the 
wind. 
Near two years ago a tornado swept along the northern en- 
virons of Fort Wayne to the northeast, leaving a trail of prostrated 
forests and orchards and razed barns, but it spared the city.

HOARY AND ROMANTIC HISTORY.

THINGS THAT NEVER HAPPEW 
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Bagdad's capture marks the climax 
to one of the most dramatic and pic- 
turesque phases 
of the 
world 
war. 
The city which has fallen to British 
arms links the present to a pa.st so 
distant that it is semi-fabulous. 
The 
known 
history 
of 
Bagdad 
reaches 
back for 
more than 
four 
thousand 
years to the shadowy times of King 
Nebuchadnezzar of Babylon, a quay 
built by the scriptural monarch still 
existing 
submerged 
in 
the 
Tigris. 
Within its precinct 
also 
there 
still 
stand 
the 
tombs 
of 
the 
Jewish 
prophets Joshua, Kzra and 
Ezekiel, 
and there, also, is the well of Daniel. 


In 800 A. D. Bagdad was credited 
with a population of 2,000,000 souls 
and was easily the first city in 
the 
world in wealth and commerce. 


Long after the Babylonian dynasty 
had ceased to be more than a mem- 
ory Bagdad rose to splendor as the 
artistic, literai-y, scientific and 
reli- 
gious capital of the world. 


Heart of Great Empire. 


The heart of the great Islamic em- 
pire of the caliphs for hundreds of 
years, it was knowu throughout the 
world as "the Glorious City" and was 
the sccne of the fantastic exploits of 
Haroun 
Al-Raschid, 
the 
potentate 
whose magnificence 
is 
immortalized 
In the "Arabian Nights." 


With the fall of fthe caliphs before 
the 
Turkish sultan? the decline 
of 
Bagdad commenced. 
It was success- 
Bively the prey of 
Turks, 
Mongols, 
Tartars and Persian«, but it was not 
until 1638 that the city became defi- 
nitely a part of the Turkish empire. 


Its ancient importance was largely 
due to the fact that it stood at the 
center of the lines of communication 
between 
India 
and Persia 
and 
the 
west, but the opening of new routes 
by way of 
Treblzond 
and 
through 
Armenia diverted its trade and was a 
vital factor in its decline. 


The British campaign against Bag- 
dad was opened early in 1915 when 
an Anglo-Indian force 
under 
Major 
General Charles Vere Ferrers Town- 
Bhend was landed at the head of the 
Persian gulf and moved rapidly up 
the Tigi-is. 
The primary object of the 
expedition wa» to «ecure the 
valu- 
able oil wells in the 
region 
at 
the: 
jmntM, •« th* Tisria, but tbft ulUmat«' 


and far greater object was the shat- 
tering of the great German dream of 
dominion if the near east. 


The realization of this dream was 
based on the construction of the Ber- 
lin - Constantinople-Bagdad 
railway, 
and by the seizure of Bagdad the Brit- 
ish hoped to pravent the completion 
of the road, at least by German hands, 
and strike a shattering blow at Ger- 
man prestige in that section of the 
world. 


Army Forced to Retreat. 


General Townshend commanded a 
force of about 40,000 men. 
At first 
he 
pushed 
forward 
with 
amazing 
speed. 
Early in June, 1915, he cap- 
tured Kut-El-Arnara, about 250 miles 
from the mouth of 
the 
Tigris 
and 
about 100 miles from Bagdad. 
On 
the 2£nd of the following November 
he reached Ctesiphon, 20 miles from 
his goal, where he was attacked by 
an overwhelming 
force of 
Ottoman 
troops. 
IHs wate rsupply 
gave 
out 
and he was forced to retreat. 


Fighting a 
continuous, rear-guard 
action, the British expedition regained 
Kut-El-Amara on Dec. 5. 
Here Gen- 
eral Townshend determined to make 
a stand with a portion of his troops 
and entrenched with about 10,000 men 
while the remainder çontlnued to fall 
back along the Tigris In order to Join 
hands with the relief that was hur- 
riedly dispatched from France 
and 
India after the defeat at Ctesiphon. 


Forced to Surrender. 


Thirty thousand Indian troops and 
two Anglo-Indian divisions, which had 
been fighting in France, formed the 
relief corps that joined the remnants 
of the Townshend expedition and miide 
a desperate effort to rescue the be- 
leagured garrison at 
Kut-El-Amara. 


For three months General Sir Percy 
Lake, the relief commander, 
fought 
his way up the Tigris and waa within 
eight miles of his besieged comrades 
when on April 13, 1916, General Town- 
shend, his food supply exhausted, was 
compelled to surrender. 
In the mean- 
time additional re-enforcements had 
been sent from Egypt, including the 
Thirteenth 
Colonial division, 
which 
had taken part In the Ill-fated Galll- 
poll campaign. 
But after the disaster 
at Kut-El-Amara the 
British 
aban- 
doned 
the 
offenslv® 
for 
several 
months.

On April 26 
S h e r m a n received t h e s u r r e n d e r of t h e last con- 
federate a r m y u n d e r J o h n s t o n .

IN NEW CASTLE IN 


'S AWFUL FURY 


Tornado Cuts Narrow Swath Through 


City Leaving Trailof Death and 


Heavy Destruction of 


Property. 


STRICKEN CITY IS SORELY IN NEED OF AID 


Newcastle, Ind., March 12.— With 


twenty-one known dead, one of them 
being unidentified, and the Injured 
numbering about 200. Newcastle today 
began the work of clearing away the 
debris left by the tornado which swept 
the southern part of the city from the 
west to the cast yesterday afternoon.

Some Injured Succumb. 


Two more were added to the list 


of dead today bringing the total to 
twenty-one. 
Mrs. Peter Day, 58, died from her 


Injuries at a hospital being the fourth 
of a family of six to meet death In 
the storm. 
Thi-ee 
daughters 
were 


dead when found. A fourth daughter 
escaped injury by being In another 
part of the city. Peter Day. the head 
of the family, was injured. 


The unidentified body late today was 


said to be that of Ernest McLean, 11 
years old. His brother, Jesse McLean. 
one of .the 
seriously 
Injured, also 


died today. 
Hundreds of Homes Destroyed. 
With daylight today the extent of 


damage could be seen better. Fully 
BOO homes, most of them being small 
frame structures, which tho occu- 
pants were paying for on the install- 
ment plan, were destroyed or damaged 
almost beyond repair. The estimates 


• of the loss remained at about $1,000,- 


000.The first large list of supposed dead 
began to dwindle early today when 
persons who had been listed as killed 
began to appear or were found to be 
Injured. 
The rush of the first few 


hours of rescue work, which had no: 
become really organized until today, 
there were duplication of names. 


Only a few of the injured had to 


be cared for in hospitals. Search of 
the ruins continued today in a sys- 
tematic way, but as tho day propress- 
ed and no more bodies were found, 
the hope was expressed that all had 
been accounted for. 


Almost Martial Law. 


The city today was under police and 


military control approaching martial 
law. 
Several companies of Indiana 


national guard were patrolling the 
damaged districts, and only persons 
•with a military pass wore allowed 
through the lines and none but prop- 
erty owners were allowed to leave 
what onco had been tho streets and 
itep on the adjoining property. 


All saloons were closed under order 


of Mayor L. J, Watkins. and ho also 
Ordered all factories to close today. 
The workmen in the factories were 
»rganlzcd into gangs and put to work 
01 clearing up tho debris out of the 
itreets and then from the private 
property. 
Mayor WatUins also was searching 


tor brlekmasons and carpenters in 


many parts of the state. eH plane to 
have all flues repaired flrst for until 
that Is done many persons whose 
homes were not damaged seriously 
cannot have fires until gas mains are 
repalrede. 


All cooking today In Newcastle was 


on gasoline, oil or coal stoves. Par- 
tial wire service and traction service 
had been resumed today. 


Work of Repair Under Way. 


Before 7 p'clock this morning work 


of repairing the damage to the less In- 
jured buildings was under way. Car- 
penters were hurrying along the devas- 
tated streets with their tools and 
wagonloads of lumber were being 
hauled to various addresses. Daylight 
disclosed many pltifu Isights. Many 
persons remained in the wreck of their 
homes last night Several used blan- 
kets, quilts and bedding to stop up 
broken windows or holes In the roofs. 


The icene hardly can be described. 
Freaks of the-wind storm'could be 
seen more plainly today. The great- 
est havoc apparently was in the dis- 
trict southeast of the Southaldo school. 
There the buildings were demolished 
and frequently none of the timbers re- 
mained around the foundations. In 
other houses the damage from the 
outside apparently consisted of broken 
windows, holes In the roofs and such, 
but no furniture was left In them. 
Walls of other houses were torn away 
and the furniture left almost un- 
touched. Property owners viewed the 
ruins for the most part philosophically. 
Many of them whose homes had been 
torn away completely set about search- 
ing for what little furniture was left 
Scattered throughout the district were 
children's toys, heavy timbers and 
furniture. One house was badly dam- 
aged, and some of the wall paper was 
even torn away. A baby's picture re- 
mained hanging, apparently not hav- 
ing been shaken. In another section 
of the city a chicken was seen walk- 
ing around with the feathers blown 
from one side of its body. 


Same Story Answers for Many. 
The story told by survivors were In 


many instances alike. 
That of Asa 


Williamson, whose wife and daughter 
both were killed, was typical. Wil- 
liamson said he had been walking and 
arrived home with the storm. 
His 


wife and daughter were on the porch. 
They heard a roar and with some men 
who roomed In the house started to 
the basement. 
One man carrying a 


child got there, but the women and 
another man were on the stairway 
when the house was swept from the 
foundation, dragging them with it. 
The Williamson home and the one to 
the north were telescoped. Mrs. Wil- 
liamson and her daughter, Mrs. Vera 
Higgins, were dead. 
One man was 


lodged between the two houses, but 
not 
seriously 
injured. 
Williamson, 


himself, who had not had time to 
start to the basement, was not injured 
beyond being shaken. 


M. M. Minich, a one-armed drug- 


gist, and his clerk, escaped, they don't 
know how. The drug store was com- 
pletely toi'n down and the ruins caughl 
fire. 
Minich and the clerk both 


crawled out from between the timbers 
only scratched slightly. Practically al 
of the injured were able to take care 
of themselves, particularly after hav- 
ing their wounds dressed. 
Most of 


them were at the homes of friends or 
being cared for by the citizens' rclie] 
committee. 


Narrow Swatli Through City. 


The storm broke during a warm aft- 


ernoon. 
It hit the western part of 


the city and cut a swath, varying from 
a few feet to two blocks wide, easterly 
across the city. Practically everything 
in its path was levelled. Houses on 
either side which were not completely 
torn down had windows smashed and 
doors blown in. The storm swept 
through the fine residential section 
and also through the districts inhab- 
ited by factory workers and the poorer 
classes. 
It is in tho poorer section 


that rescue workers expect to find 
more dead and injured. 


Among the families to suffer was 


that of Mayor L. J. Watkins.

Following Is the text of the com- 


munication as made public by the 
state department: 


'In view of the announcement of 


the imperial German government on 
January 31. 1917, that all ships, those 
of neutrals included, met within cer- 
tain zones of the high seas would be 
sunk without any precaution being 
taken for the safety of the persons on 
board, and without the exercise of vis- 
it and search the government of the 
United States has determined to place 
upon all American merchant vessels 
sailing through the barred areas an 
armed guard for the protection of the 
vessels and lives of the persons on 
board." 


Will Bo Sent to Germany. 


The notification, it is expected, will 


be sent to Germany by the Swiss lega- 
tion here. No obstacle will be placed 
in the way of such. 
Whether other 


neutral governments will admit Amer- 
ican armed ships to their ports is a 
question for them to decide, but it's 
not expected here objections will be 
made. 


State department officials did not 


wish to make it clear whether it was 
mandatory for all American vessels to 
have arms or whether they might sail 
without them if they so desired. Pre- 
viously the navy department under its 
policy of silence as to such questions 
had also refused a ruling.

Liberated American Tars 


Get Warm Reception 


from Swiss. 


Zurich, Switzerland, Sunday, March 


11 (Via Paris, March 
12.)—With 


cigars, cigarettes and food showered 
on them by the hospitable Swiss, fifty- 
nine of the now historic Tarrowdalo 
prisoners arrived in Zurich today. 
They, arrived at Ijlnd.au yesterday 
after a continuous trip of fifty-two 
hours from the prison camp at Bran- 
denburg. 


The sailors, 
although emaciated 


from their imprisonment and serious 
lack of food since their arrival in Ger- 
many on Dec. 31, are In fair condition 
and confident that with a normal 
amount of food they 'will soon be them- 
selves again. The party was met hero 
by United States Consul General Keene 
who greeted them briefly and asked 
them not to forget that they were 
Americans and not to bring discredit 
on America by yielding to an under- 
itandable temptation to "kick over 
the traces." 


Wore a Motley Crew. 


The men were distributed among 


several hotels until instructions shall 
have arrived from Washington. Their 
personal effects were lost when their 
ships were sunk and their wardrobes 
have been only partially replaced by 
makeshifts which render them for tho 
present, a decidedly motley crow. 
Nevertheless their stories were toltl 
not In a, tone of complaint, but In a 
philosophical -way. 


The sailors said that they -were con- 


vinced the raider which sunk their 
vessel -was the "Ritz of Bremen." They 
described her as a brand new vessel 
of about 3,000 tons, capable of IS 
knots, equipped with one funnel, two 
masts, one false funnel, four torpedo 
tubes, seven rapid fire suns and a 
wheel house which was hidden by tho 
sides of the ship. The funnels had a 
device by which the stripes could be 
changed at will and the ship's doors 
were so constructed as to cut off all 
light when they were open. 


Built for Raiding. 


The ships sides were also so con- 


structed that portions of them could 
be automatically dropped and raised. 
Tho impression that the boat was new 
and built' for raiding purposes was

ings they underwent during a period 
of severe cold weather in Grmany, due 
partly to lack of fuel but more to the 
absence of the shoes and clothing 
which they had lost. Since their en- 
trance into Switzerland, at Rorschach, 
they say, they have been royally treat- 
ed by the Swiss.

Mayor's Proclamation. 


Mayor William .7. Hosey Saturday 


afternoon issued the following procla- 
mation to the people of Fort Wayne:

"In this connection I would also ad- 


Vise and racommend that a public re- 
ception and greeting be arranged at 
an early date In honor of the return- 
Ing military organizations—many of 
the members of which are from our 
city—and all of whom, at the call of 
our country and Its government, left 
their homes and peaceful occupations 
and Journeyed thousands of miles to 
the southern border of the nation, and 
for many months endured the hard- 
»hlps of military service in order to 
protect the people and honor of our 
country from aggressions beyond the 
border. I would suggest that the ar- 
rangements and details for this public 
reception be taken In hand without 
delay by the heads of our various 
civic, military and patriotic organiza- 
tions." 
irort Wayne Is the only ctty In

Bagdad's capture marks the climax 


o one 6f the most dramatic and pic- 
uresquo phases of the world 
war. 


The city which has fallen to British 
arms links the present to a past so 
distant that it Is semi-fabulous. The 
known history of Bagdad reaches 
back for more than four thousand 
years to the shadowy times of King 
Nebuchadnezzar of Babylon, a quay 
built by tho scriptural monarch still 
existing submerged in the Tigris. 
Within its precinct also there still 
stand 
the 
tombs of the 
Jewish 


prophets Joshua, Ezra and Ezeklel, 
and there, also, is the well of Daniel. 


In 800 A. D. Bagdad was credited 


with a population of 2,000,000 souls 
and was easily the first city in the 
world in wealth and commerce. 


Long after the Babylonian dynasty 


had ceased to be more than a mem- 
ory Bagdad rose to splendor as the 
artistic, literary, scientific and reli- 
gious capital of the world. 


Heart of Grent Empire. 


The heart of the great Islamic em- 


pire of the caliphs for hundreds of 
years, it was knowu throughout the 
world as "the Glorious City" and was 
the scene of the fantastic exploits of 
Haroun 
Al-Raschid, the potentate 


whose magnificence - is immortalized 
in the "Arabian Nights." . 
i 


With the fall of fthe caliphs before 


the Turkish sultans the decline of 
Bagdad commenced. It was success- i 
sively the prey of Turks, Mongols, ' 
Tartars and Persians, but it was not 
until 1638 that tho city became defi- 
nitely a part of the Turkish empire. 


Its ancient Impoftance was largely 


due to the fact that it stood at the 
center of the lines of communication 
between L-idia and Persia and 
the 
( 
west, hut the opening of now routes 
by way of Treblzond and through 
Armenia diverted its trade and was a 
vital factor In its decline. 
: 


Tho British campaign against Bag- 


dad was opened early In 1915 when 
an Anglo-Indian force under Major 
General Charles Vere Ferrers Town- 
shend was landed at the head of the 
Persian gulf and moved rapidly up 
the Tigris. Tho primary object of the 
xpeditlon was to aecuro the valu- 
able oil wells In the region at the 


at Uu» Tigris, but the ultimate ' months. 


and far greater object was the shat- 
tering of th* great German dream of 
dominion if the near east. 


The realization of this dream was 


based on tho construction of the Ber- 
lin - Constantinople-BagdTO railway, 
and by the seizure of Bagdad the Brit- 
ish hoped to prevent the completion 
of the road, at least by German hands, 
and strike a shattering blow at Ger- 
man prestige In that section of the 
world. 


Arm)- Forced to Retreat. 


General Townshend commanded a 


force of about 40,000 men. At flrst 
he pushed forward with amazing 
speed. Early in Juno, 1915, he cap- 
tured Kut-El-Amara, about 250 miles 
from the mouth of. the Tigris and 
about 100 miles from Bagdad. 
On 


the 22nd of the following November 
he reached Ctesiphon, 20 miles from 
his goal, where he was attacked by 
an overwhelming force of Ottoman 
troops. iHs wate rsupply gav« out 
and he was forced to retreat. 


Fighting a continuous rear-guard 


action, the British expedition regained 
Kut-El-Amara on Dec. 5. Here Gen- 
eral Townshend determined to make 
a stand with a portion of his troops 
and entrenched with about 10,060 men 
while the remainder continued to (all 
back along the Tigris in order to Join 
hands with the relief that was hur- 
riedly dispatched from France and 
India after the defeat at Ctesiphon. 


Forced to Surrender. 


Thirty thousand Indian troops and 


two Anglo-Indian divisions, which had 
been fighting in Franco, formed the 
relief corps that joined the remnants 
of the Townshend expedition and made 
a. desperate effort to rescuo the be- 
leagured garrison at Kut-El-Amara. 


For three months General Sir Percy 


Lake, tho relief commander, fought 
his way up the Tigris and w'as within 
eight miles of his besieged comrades 
when on April 13, 1916,.General Towrt- 
shend, his food supply exhausted, was 
compelled to surrender. Ln the mean- 
time additional re-enforcemehts had 
been sent from Egypt, including the 
Thirteenth .Colonial division, which 
had taken part in the Ill-fated GalH- 
poll campalsn. But after the disaster 
at Kut-El-Amara tho British aban- 
doned

Washington, March 12—Germany 


renewed today her efforts to have the 
United States sign a protocol amend 
ing the Prussian-American treaty o: 
1798 so as to exempt all German resi 
dents in the United States from arres 
or interference during any period o 
war and reserving to all German ships 
in American ports the right to safi 
conduct to home ports. It is the same 
protocol that Ambassador Gerard be 
fore his departure from Berlin re 
fused to consider. The Swiss minister 
Dr. Paul Hitter, called at the state do 
riartment today by direction of tin 
German foreign office, with a copy o 
the proposed amendment to the treaty 
He was unable to see Secretary Lan 
sing who was busy with other engage 
ments.

Compared to that 
of South in Our 
Civil War. 


AS Germany, in 4icr so-called 


world struggle, yet put up 
the fight lhat was shown by 
tho South during the civil 
war? 


I-eftVlng out the question 


of numbers In the armies 
and navies, between which 


there can be no comparison today, is the eulogy 
ot Germany's fighting ability justified when wo 
consider tho stubbornness shown by the Con- 
federate armies? • 


Possibly the best men to answer that ques- 


tion would be one ot the grizzled veterans in 
blue, who turn out so proudly on Memorial Day 
and who realize the territic nature of that strug- 
gle of more than fifty years ago—even though 
the numbers involved In the civil war seem 
email compared to tho vast armies of today. 


No nicn pay a higher tribute to the fighting 


qualities of the Southerners than the gallant 
men who fought against them and who, being 
brava men themselves, are willing to pay full 
tribute to that merit in an adversary. 


What may really be termed the formal begin- 


ning of tho civil war was cither the secession 
of South Carolina, or. December 20, I860, or the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter on April 12, 1881. 
The first shots In what later developed into the 
war were fired at the steamer Star of the "West 
that was endeavoring to land supplies at Sum- 
ter on January 9, 1861. The steamer withdrew 


' and it was not until April that the bombard- 


ment was started. 


By that time the Confederacy's organization 


was well under way, and the battle of Bull Hun 
was fought July 21. The first battle of the war, 
however, was the skirmish at Big Bethel, where 
the United States troops were forced to retire. 


Gen. Lee surrendered to Gen. Grant at Appo 


mattox: Courthouse, April 9, 1865. On April 26 
Sherman received the surrender of the last con- 
federate army under Johnston. 


So the bombardment of Sumter and the sur- 


render of either Lee or Johnston were prac- 
tically four years apart. It was four years of 
the m'jst desperate fighting ever witnessed to 
that date, characterized by the employment of 
every warlike device k^own in those days.

Germany Has Biggest Force. 


N 


OW .the European war originated in the as- 


sassination of Arcnduk'e Franz Ferdinand 


and his wife at Saravejo in Bosnia on June 28, 
1914. But the first declaration of war was made 
tiy Austria against Serbia, July 28, 1914. Ger- 
many declared war on Russia on August 1, 1914, 
and this was tho real start of the world con- 
flagration. 
Other declarations of war followed 


rapidly, England coming into the game on Au- 
gust 4, tlie instant the German army invaded 
Belgium. Germany had declared war on France 
the previous day. So the war has really been 


raging only two years and one-half. 


in thnt lime has Gormnity done anything In 


ilin way of defense—that is of lighting by her 
army and navy without regard to the difference 
in instruments of warfare employed—that the 
South did not do? 


The first thing to consider Is the size of th's 


respective armies In civil war days. The total 
number of troops used by the Confederacy m 
the four years of the war was about TfiO.OOO. 
The total number actually used by tho t'nitn-.l 
States was betwoen 1.600.000 and 2.000.000. (A 
large add'tional number of United States troops 
\vero held In reserve toward the close of the 
war.) 


Germany bo.asted at tho beginning of the war 


that she could put 
8,000,000 men, perfectly 


equipped, Into the field. Her armies probably 
have been swelled to 10,000,000 by this time, in 
spite of her losses. Of course, not nil these are 
employed and many are In the reserves, as 
Germany Is under military rule, with guards at 
all points. 


To oppose her was what the Teutons con- 


temptuously referred to as England's "miser- 
able little army," which it first could send only 
80.000 men, fairly well equipped, into the field. 
To make up this number, England also had to 
call In some of her British-Indian troops. France 
mobilized between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 men to 
meet the first rush. She -was taken unawares, 
however, and only a part of these -were perfect- 
ly equipped. Belgium furnished 200,000 to meet 
the first rush. 
Russia, probably had A million 


men, poorly equipped and half mobilized when 
the war started. It is doubtful If Russia, France 
and England were able together to put 2,000,00i) 
men, well equipped, into the field at the start of 
the war. 


As a contrast, Germany had all the resources 


of Austria to call on and had made a secret 
treaty with Turkey, with German officers al- 
ready installed and with an unknown amount of 
well-equipped troops In the background. 
They 


certainly numbered at least 600,000 in tho Turk- 
ish army. 


Now, when the civil war figures are consid- 


ered, after both armies had sifted themselves 
into shape, the Southern troops were outnum- 
bered at least two to one. Under similar con- 
ditions in Europe, Germany claimed to outnum- 
ber her enemies. By her own statements she 
must outnumber them at least two to one. 


So the South was fighting with the smaller 


army and Germany with the larger in their re- 
spective wars.

Due to Central Position. 


W 


HAT then is the reason for drawing a par- 


allel in the case? 


it is because the stubborn fight the South 


showed and that Germany is still showing, were 
due tOjlhe same thing—central position. 


The oldest and most primitive Instinct in 


fighting, whether it he of man or beast, is to 
range in a circle, with the faces outward to- 
wards the foe. The Spartans fell in that 
fashion a.t Thermopylae. 
Wild animals, when 


attacked by others, instinctively form a circle, 
facing outward. 
Cattle on the range do like- 


wise. 


Tho union troops had to strike at the South 


from all sides. The allies have to do the same 


to Germany. One of the favorite expressions -- 
Teutonic -writers Is tho "ring of steel" they can 
maintain around their empire. Railroads radi- 
ate in all directions by which troops can bo 
rushed from one point to another, when danger 
threatens or pressure develops along any line, 
3ust as If they were being sent along the spokes 
of some gigantic wheel, the rim of which they 
were defending. 


But, In addition, the Germans have the tre- 


mendous advantage of still actually possessing 
more met; than their opponents. When Turkey 
finally entered the war and the attack was 
made on the Dardanelles, the landing force sent 
Ijy the allies only totaled 80,000, while the Turk- 
ish army, officered by Germans, numbered 100.- 
000 near the entrance to the straits alone. The 
place had been fully mined and fortified, and it 
will be recalled that barbed wire entanglements 
had been laid even beneath the surface of tho 
water. 


The South had by far the smaller lorca 


throughout in the civil war.

Winning Against Odds. 


I 


T is interesting to draw some contrasts and 


show how the central position—this same 


thing of being able to get back to back, can 
turn the scale, in some cases, against immense- 
ly superior forces. Our United States troops, in 
the Indian days, were always outnumbered or. 
the plains. But they would form a circle, if 
necessary with tho dead bodies of their horses 
as a bairier, and withstand practically any at- 
tack. 


Ouster's case was an exception, as his little 


force of 2GO men was surprised by a cloud of 
several thousand Sioux-, who literalry rode them 
down before they could get ready. 


The centra1 position was well recognized In 


mediaeval times, when a fortified camp or cas- 
tle often easily withstood a.n army of superior 
forces so long as food and water held out. 


And the food proposition, the most important 


thing of ail, is where another contrast can be 
drawn between Germany and tho South. 


The South, although an agricultural section in 


name, had devoted most of her area to raising 
cotton. Her food supplies were scant, soon after 
the war began. And as every able-bodied man 
was in the army, there was literally no one to 
cultivate the fields. Besides, a large area had 


to be kept in cotton, the only material which 
would bring tho much-needed gold from Eng- 
land to carry on the war. 


Germany, by 
previous 
arrangement, 
had 


abundance of food at the beginning of the war. 
The British blockade was what caused the 
scarcity. 


Germany had perfect equipment for all her 


fighting men, ready for Instant action. 
Tho 


South never sent a regiment into the field 
equipped with the same kind of weapons except 
fhoso furnished from the arsenals that had been 
seized by Jefferson Davis at the start of the 
war. 
Dnvis seized the arms at Norfolk and 


other places and turned out some well-equipped 
regiments. 
The 
volunteer regiments 
were 


equipped with the weapons tho men of the 
South 
furnished 
themselves—squirrel 
rifles, 


muskets and weapons of all bores. As a result, 
when a man ran out of his own form of ammu- 
nition, it was difficult to replenish his supply. 


Germany started the war with the second 


largest navy in the world. 
The South had 


no navy. The most historic ship of the South, 
the Merrimac, which fought tho monitor, was 
never knoivn by that name In the Confederate 
war records. The Merrimac was a vessel that 
was seized when the Norfolk navy yard was 
taken, was made into their pioneer Ironclad, 
and was rcchrlstened the Virginia. 


Germany prepared for the present war since 


1870—a period of nearly half a century. 
The 


South, as a confederacy, did not even exist a 
year in advance of the civil war. 


Germany had the most magnificent naval 


base in the world. A perfect system of trans- 
portation, built expressly for military purposes, 
where men can be rushed from one point to 
another. 
The South had practically no rail- 


roads.

South Had Advantage of Position. 


I 


N not a single battle, to date, have the Ger- 


mans been outnumbered. The Southerners 


were outnumbered in many battles. 


But .the Houth had that central position. 


Even in tho closing days of the war, with Far- 
ragut attacking New Orleans, with the Con- 
federate ports blockaded, with Grant coming 
down against Vicksburg, the Southerners could 
still get hack to back—they were in the primi- 
tive circle that probably will be tho warring 
formation while tho human race exists. 


They were without facilities for manufactur- 


ing arms, they were starving, they were shut 
off from the outside world. But tho necessity 
for the Union troops having to attack them 
on all sides at the same time divided the United 
States' forces and centralized those of the 
South. 
The central position was the advan- 


tage the Southerners possessed. In spite ot 
their difficulties. 


Germany has tho largest manufacturers of 


weapons in the world. 
Her harbors are so. 


closely defended that weapons of any kind 
can be sent to them in time of need. 
Tho 


South could not manufacture a single weapon 
and had to depend on Kngland for naval guns, 
and those had to run a blockade. The Arm- 
strong guns, which were expected to help out 
the South, were often seized by the federal 
blockading fleet, when some blockade runner 
tried to get them In.

Russia Not Equipped. 


R 


USSIA was utterly unequipped for war. It 


is noticeable that tho Grand Duke Nich- 


olas, in some of the trench warfare, when the 
men- were charging back and forth, once equip- 
ped his unarmed men with clubs and told them 
to take their places in the charge. Russia did 
not possess 1,000,000 well equipped men at tho 
outset of the war. Their .food supplies were 
erratic and there was treachery in Petrograd, 
where a strong German sentiment prevailed. 
Germany made sudden gains all along the 
line, although Austria had not seemed able to 
hold the eastern front. 


So some comparisons and parallels can be 


drawn. 
The South had one advantage over 


the North at the opening of the war—its cav- 
alry. Telegraph lines wore few and easily cut 
and the cavalry then furnished the same serv- 
ice that aircraft do at present. 


Every -white man in the South was accus- 


tomed to the saddle—a matter of necessity on 
account of bad roads. 
They were also adept 


in the use of weapons, due to the more gen- 
eral practice of hunting in that region. As a 
result, the early cavalry skirmishes usually re- 
sulted in victorias for the Confederates, they 
were able to get their information and Inform 
the main forces, and sudden attacks repeatedly 
endangered the limits between the North and 
South. 


After two years of warfare, when the North- 


ern recruits became accustomed to saddle drill 
and were well equipped, this condition was 
reversed. The forces met on an equal basis; 


tlic South could not replace horses that 
killed. The north could. 


So we see two different conditions existing 


In the case of Germany and the South—condi- 
tions lhat arc still parallel In some rases. . 


Bolh had tho same feeling of 11:1:1^'

lutely without preparation. In tho belief that 
the North would not care to enter Into battle; 
It bad few railroads and those of little military 
value. 


Preparing for 46 Years. 


G 


RKMANY entered Ihe war after 
careful 


I'roparatioii for forty-six years-—more, if 


we consider tho lime it hud been preparing for 
the Franco-ri-iipslan war. It had developed 
manufacturing establishments without an equal 
In the world, for the sole purpose of making 
arms; It had the second largest navy in tha 
world and tho most thoroughly defended har- 
bors In Ihe world; it hail every move mapped 
out, ev^ry point of assault spied upon with tha 
exact range determined, and it entered the war 
hoping to take the oilier countries unawart's. 
Us food supplies were thought to be ample. 


The Scnth had far less men than their pror- 


pc'-live opponents when war finally was de- 
clared. 


Germany, as said before, repeatedly boasted ct 


the miinher she could inil in the field. They far 
outnumbered those lhat could lie sent against 
her by her opponents, for it must bo rcmem., 
bcred that it, is only the well-equipped man 
that counts In war—the unequipped man Is a 
burden to his forces. 


As'an example of the extent to which Ger- 


man preparedness was carried, two details may 
be given. One was Iho readiness shown by tht* 
troops in getting under way for tho Belgian 
frontier when the order was issued the marcn. 
Of course, the men then in regular service were 
rushed forward from thoir barracks instantly, 
without having to delay. 
Every detail wa» 


ready- 


But the "second line," just retired from the 


army and engaged in. civilian pursuits, had to 
be summoned from their homes. Each ma* 
knew just where to go when an order came to 
mobilize. He went directly to the barracks in 
his home town.

pocket, first-aid package for wounds in another, 
his field belt and haversack furnished with 
mess, tin, fork and other accessories, besides 
the full supply of clothing that is carried by 
American troops in thoir "blanket roll," 
In 


Germany they still cling to the knapsack, where 
the clothing and toilet articles are borne. 


On his belt is strung a canteen which he 


knows is filled with fresh water for the simpla 
reason that it is the duty of one man at th« 
barracks to see that every canteen is replen- 
ished with fresh water every day. It is need- 
less to say that his rifle and bayonet are in per- 
fect order and that an abundant supply—possi- 
bly ninety rounds—of ammunition is carried in 
his belt.
